Descendants of Samuel and Alice (Stocks) Mills 
through Their Emigrant Daughter 
Ann (Mills) Scholes and son-in-law William Scholes

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At the end of 1848, William Scholes was working as a cotton carder at the Jones cotton factory 
in Oldham, Lancashire, England. He operated a machine whose needle-pointed wires removed 
impurities from the cotton and made its fibers parallel and ready for spinning. The air in carding rooms 
was invariably hazy with dust, and “carder’s cough” was a common medical complaint. 2 

William was just another cog in the industrial revolution, with a wife and six children, living 
and working a few miles east of Manchester. 3 But on New Year’s Day 1849 his life changed forever. 
He was one of six lottery winners at a huge “tea party” held by the Lancashire chapter of the Potters’ 
Emigration Society. 4 Less than six months later he and his family were embarked on a new life — 
learning to farm on the central Wisconsin frontier. 

The Potters’ Emigration Society was a mutual-aid effort of pottery workers desperately trying 
to cope with the uncertainties of rapid change. Their strategy was to help randomly selected members 
to emigrate, hoping that a reduction in the labor supply wouldmake it easier for those left behind to 
find work. One group emigrated in 1847. The society soon expanded to include other counties and 
other trades, and William Scholes joined at that time. 3 

William’s parentage is not known, although family tradition has him born in or near Oldham 
14 December 1814. 6 He married 20 April 1835 Ann Mills, daughter of cotton carder Samuel and his 
wife Alice (Stocks) Mills, 7 at Prestwich, Lancashire, ten miles from their home town. 8 

The Scholes family left Liverpool on the Marmion and arrived in New York 30 April 1849 . 9 In 
September William wrote home, extolling the new land and encouraging others to support the Potters’ 
Emigration Society: 

Some people said that [the soil at their Wisconsin settlement] was too sandy to produce 
anything, but I only wish I had it in my power to send you a sample of some potatoes that 
have been got up this week, and I think the most prejudiced would admdit that finer 
potatoes were never grown, they have not had noe particle of manure, the sets were put 
under the sod; and that is all they have had, except hooeing up, and the crop is a surprising 
one. .. .

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We are ten miles from the post office, and about 120 miles from Milwaukee, about the 
same from Galena, but in a few years we shall have a market of our own, and every thing 
requisite to make man comfortable. I expect next year to have 10 acres of wheat with my 
yoke of oxen and plough, which, together with my labour for others in a few years will 
render my work much easier, and my family out of the reach of want. How many of our 
friends in Oldham can say the same? Not many, I think. 

For my part, I would not come back for the best shop and two pounds per week in Oldham, 
for I think I can do much better here; I am only sorry that I did not come sooner, ... I 
assure you that the exchange to the back woods, from the stinking factory is greatly in 
favour of the former, and I often wish that more of our hard working townsmen would leave 
their sickly toil and come to one of the healthiest spots on the earth. 10 

In December William was one of 58 signers to a note praising Thomas Twigg, the society’s 
Wisconsin agent, for enabling them “to escape from the vile, grasping, and intolerant domination of 
the aristocracy of England.” 11 

William’s optimism about the family’s new start was not immediately borne out. The Potters’ 
Emigration Society soon collapsed, leaving many members without money or proper title to their 
land. 12 Exactly how this upheaval affected the Scholes family is not known, but they have yet to be 
located in the 1850 census. 

In 1860, eleven years after their arrival, the Scholes farm was noticeably less prosperous than 
most of its neighbors in Moundville Township. 11 This may have had to do with William’s apparent 
lack of farming experience, or with the fact that he was probably short of field help during that first 
decade: the couple’s first son, Robert, was three years old when they arrived in Wisconsin. Another 
indication of hard times is that the family lost two young childrne, Marie and Hannah, in the early 
1850s. (See genealogical summary.) 

For whatever reason, in January 1864, at the age of 49—with six of his nine surviving children 
still at home and the youngest only four years old—William joined the Union Army’s Company E, 2 nd 
Wisconsin Cavalry. 14 The Civil War was then entering its third year, and rather than draft soldiers, 
Wisconsin offered a bonus to enlistees. 15 The husbands’ of William’s two oldest daughters also signed 
up. Mary’s husband Bissell Sherwin enlisted September 20 in Company D, 19 th Regiment, and Sarah 
Ann’s husbnd Robert W. Hume enlisted in February in Company C of the 23 rd Wisconsin. 16 

Later that year two of the three men were dead. Bissell Sherwin died in action at the Second 
Battler of Fair Oaks near Petersburg, Virginia. 1 ' His father-indaw William Scholes perished as most

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Civil War fatalities did, not from enemy fire but from disease. He died of “chronic diarrhea” at 
Vicksburg, Warren County, Mississippi, 13 October 1864, and was buried at grave G 4874, Vicksburg

William and Ann had eleven children. Nine lived to grow up; eight had children of their own, 
and seven had grandchildren. All eight married spouses of British descent, either recent immigants or 
old New Englanders. (William and Ann’s 31 grandchildren were more exogamous, as seen below.) Of 
the eight married children, the three earliest-married (daughters married in the 1850s and early 1870s) 
had a total of seventeen children, while the three last-married (sons married in the 1880s) had just 
seven.

Chapter 3. Scholes-Sherwin Family 


3. MARY" SCHOLES (Ann Mills*, Samuel 4 ) was bom 27 September 1835 in Lancashire, 37 was baptized 
6 December 1835 at St. Peter’s Oldham,’ 8 and died 27 December 1910 in Sparta, Monroe County, 
Wisconsin.’ 9 She married 26 August 1855 in Packwaukee, Marquette County, Wisconsin, BlSSELL 
SHERWIN. 4 " Bissell was born in the town of Warsaw, then Genesee County, New York, about 1823, 
the son of Bissell and Experience (Whitney) Sherwin, and died 27 October 1864 near Fair Oaks, 
Virginia. 41 

At age 19, Mary left her parents’ struggling farm to marry Bissell, a man in his 30s. They lived 
close enough that mother Ann midwived Mary’s first four births (1856—62). 42 Then the Sherwins 
moved 80 miles west to farm in Ridgeville Township, Monroe County. 4 ’ Bissell’s sister Amanda and 
her husband Thomas Jones settled in the same neighborhood. 44 When baby George Sherwin came 
along in 1864, Amanda was the midwife. 45 

Bissell—5 feet six inches tall, fair-complexioned with blue eyes and light hair 46 —was in his 
forties when he joined Company D of the 19 th Wisconsin Volunteer Infantry 20 September 1864. 47 
On the eve of battle, the next to last day of his life, he wrote Mary: 

You must write about everything - if there is water in the well or not. You must hold up 
good courage. If I live, one year will slip away. Don’t want any more land until I see if I 
come home. Keep the money where it will be safe and ready when the year is up. Farewell 
wife and children. 48 

On 27 October, Lt. Colonel Strong saw Company D as its men

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emerged from the pines and came out on a clear open field, about three hundred yards 
from the works [Confederate fortifications]. As we broke cover the rebels opened on us 
furiously with artillery, and cut us up badly. Upon seeing the rebel works the boys cheered 
lustily, and advanced rapidly, clsoing up the breaks in the ranks made by the artillery, and 
preserving a splendid line. Thus for about one hundred yards, when we were met by a 
perfect tornado of shot, shell, cannister, and minie balls directly in our faces, mowing us 
down by the scores. . . . dead and wounded men covered ghe ground passed over. . . . 
We lay down and made as thin as possible. No power to move forward or backward, or to 
assist in the least our wounded comrades. 


Of 198 soldiers who emerged from the pines, 44 returned; Bissell was not among them. 49 

Half a continent away and two weeks earlier Mary’s father William, a member of the 2 nd 
Wisconsin Cavalry, had died in a military hospital at Vicksburg, Mississippi. 50 How and when she got 
the news of the two deaths is unknown, but years later her obituary paid tribute to “the courage she 
showed in taking up the duties of caring for the family and running the farm, doing it all 
uncomplainingly and well.” 51 

Mary left the home farm around the turn of the century—she was 65—and settled in Sparta. 32 
In her last two months’ illness, her sister Elizabeth Scholes nursed her by day and youngest son 
William O. Sherwin by night. Her estate amounted to $20 and “a few household goods”; medical and 
burial bills were $95.50. 53 

The Sherwin family’s migratory impulse seems to have skipped a generation. Bissell came from 
New York, Mary from England; their children stayed in Wisconsin. Seven of the ten adult 
grandchildren resumed their grandparents’ odyssey, spending most of their lives farther west. In 1919, 
Mary and Bissell’s oldest grandson Ira returned from Montana to visit. He said the crops were very 
poor in his vicinity, and farther west everything had dried out. 34 It wasn’t just a freak of weather, but 
a sign they were running out of frontiers to move to; eastern agriculture couldn’t last in the arid Great 
Plains. The last Sherwin grandchildren—Charlotte Bohlig and Herbert Sherwin—died in 1977 near 
the shores of the Pacific. Over 150 years, three generations of Sherwins had pushed the logic of 
migration to its limit.

Jennie was born in Holmes 
County, Ohio, about 1856; 107 died 1914 (possibly 2 June); and was buried with her second husband at 
Block 2, Row 4, Lot 5 in Beaver Lodge Cemetery, Ekalaka, Carter County, Montana. 108 

Sometime during the 1860s the Youngs moved from Knox Township, Holmes County, Ohio, 
to Monroe County, Wisconsin. 109 In 1880 Charles and Jennie were living with her parents in Sparta. 110 

Just as October 1864 marked his mother’s life forever, November and December 1888 marked 
Charles and Jennie’s. Within three weeks they lost three of their five children to diphtheria. 111 

Charles was called a farmer, but what in those days was called “rheumatism” often prevented 
him from working. 112 For whatever reason, by 1900 he was listed as married, Jennie as “widowed,” 
and they were living apart. He and mother Mary were in the Monroe County household of his sister 
and brother-in-law, Flora and John J. Bell; Jennie and children Elbridge and Florence were boarding 
in the household of widowed farmer Albert Stratton in Irving Township, Jackson County, 113 about 20 
miles away. Charles spent his last six years unable “to be out of his chair.” 114 

In 1910 Jennie and daughter “Flossie” were living in son Ira’s household in Beach, Billings 
County, North Dakota. 115 In the following years Charles and Jennie’s three surviving children took up 
adjoining parcels of homestead land in Carter County, Montana. 116 Ira eventually returned to western 
Wisconsin and Elbridge to western North Dakota, but Florence lived out her life in Montana.

In 1918 he was described as of medium height and slender build, with blue eyes and brown 
hair; brother Ira was his nearest relative. 241 In 1940 he was a lodger with the Zielsdorf family there, 
with no occupation listed. 242 About that time “he retired because of ill health, and was confined to his 
hospital bed for many months with arthritis, but with constant medical treatment he was able to get 
up and lead a moderately active life. He was a tme friend, leading a quiet, unobtmsive, busy life.”
